The story of Sarawak is one of the ro- 
mances of the British empire, and it may be 
said to owe its existence as a sovereign state 
to the late Lady Burdett-Coutta. More than 
half a century ago she fitted out at ber own 
expense an armed expedition for the purpose 
of suppressing the pirates whe then infeat- 
ed the straits of Malacca, seizing English 
merchant shipping bound for Chinese ports, 
and either maseacring the crew and passen- 
gers on board or else carrying them off into 
horrible slavery. Lady Burdett-Coutte in- 
trusted the command of the expedition jointly 
te the late Admiral Sir Harry Keppel and to 
| James Brooke, a wealthy officer of the 
Bengal army, who had done a gpod deal of 
cruising in the Indian ocean and in the straits 
of, Malacca on his armed yacht. Between 
them, Sir James Brooke and Sir Harry Kep- 
pel, practically wiped the piracy of the straits 
out of existence. 

Sir Jathes declined to return with Sir Harry 
Keppel to England when their mission was 
accomplehed, and obtained the consent of 
Lady B ‘to his retaining the 
‘ships of the expedition, and also their arma- 
| ments, in order to assist the Sultan of Borneo 
in the suppreasion of the flerce Dyak head 
hunters, who had revolted against his rule. 


— 

So valuable was his essistance that the 
sultan subsequently, tn tokem of gratitude, 
surrendered to him the sovereignty of a por- 
tion of his domini namely: Sarawak, em- 
bracing the northern and western portions of 
the great Malay island of Borneo and be- 
stowed upon him the title of rajah. There 
Sir James set up a government as far as pos- 
sible on English linea, the British govern- 
ment allowing army and navy officers on 
half pay to take temporary service under 
his orders; while Lady Burdett-Coutts con- 
tinued to act as the financiaj backer of the 
enterprise, in which she took an immense 
amount of interest, by reason of its civilizing 
influence in the far east. Today Sarawak 
ip a prosperous state of about 100,000 square 
miles, with a population of about a million. 
with many navigable rivers, splendid roads 
twenty-three postoffices, and a telephone sys- 
tem extending over a considerable portion of 
the state.

Of the beauty of the scene, McCurdy said 
this evening: 

“Never have I experienced so wonderful 
a sensation as when I rose a thousand feet 
and took the course. Ahead of me was a 
wondrous mirage, the sea, instead of a 
horizontal plane below, having the appear 
ance of a huge verticdl picture, on which 
the funne? tops of the destroyers appeared 
like black spots. 

“ Boom I became accustomed to this, and 
the sensation was glorious as I rushed for-

MORE or less faint odor of lavender 

crept from among the folds of Mr. 

Eddy's play “The Warning” last night 

as it was unpacked for inspection at the 

Princess theater. Again the midnight 
tryst of the trusting heroine in the rooms of 
the handsome man of the world: again the 
threatened discovery thereof by her brother; 
again the wrongful accusation of theft; again 
the girl’s willingness to sacrifice her good name 
to save her lover, and again and again. It was 
All rainy-day-in-the-attic stuff, not without in- 
genuity ot arrangement and stimulating -inci- 
dent, but seatcely material for adult-contem- 
plation. Nothing much happened that was not 
plausible. The manner was more at fault. It 
seems that Mr. Eddy’s skill as a dramatict is 
not. yet quite equal to the galvanizing of cir- 
cumstances fairly on ther way to theatrical 

petrifaction.

That is to say, the story was told in the 
same old way with few verbal innovations and 
with none of the racy characterization and ver- 
nacular essential to the renascence of that 
style of melodrama. When Mr. Frank Mills, as 
an amorous and incognito journalist, informed 
Miss Josephine Victor, as a western wild flow- 
er, that he loved her he said, “ You are a queen 
among women” or “You are the most beauti- 
ful girl I have ever known,” and in her rejoin- 
der she spoke of how he had come into her life. 
This suggests fairly the level of the dialogue 
— realistic level, perhaps, but not glamourous 
enough to make the colloquy anything but 
trite.

The testimony which Browne is expected to 

furnish has to do with the statehouse furnl- 
ture deal and relates to an conversa- 
tion between Browne and Jo 
Clark, one of the Browne satellltes, in which 
Browne ie supposed to have said: Look 
out for yourself; Joe; there is a bad man on 
that committee. 
_ The possibie Advent of Beseres as a state 
witness has many intereeting possibilities 
intertwined, and the announcement tonigtit 
from Mr. Burke’s office that he expects to 
question Browne under oath sent the already 
superheated politica! atmosphere of Spring- 
field up several notches, 


Four Accepted as Jurors, 

There was rapid progress in the first day 
of the Pemberton-Clark trial. ‘Four jurors 
were accepted by both sides and three more 
were tentatively agreed upon. It is pcsetble 
the opening statements of the attorneys can 
be made Wednesday. The four men who 
were taken by both the prosecution and de- 
tense were Nels Nelson, a tailor of Spring 
field, P. L. Moore, a farmer of Clear Lake; 
Jerry Michaels, a farmer of Wililamevilie; 
A. J. Chisam, a produce broker of Spring- 
field. 

The three tentatively accepted are 0. H. 
Dake of Illiopolis, T. E. Sharp of Springfield, 
and F. H. Maurer of Springfield. 

Twenty-six men were tested out in getting 
the seven selected. Extraordinary precau- 
tions are being taken to keep the prospective 
jurors from contact with the outer world 

Progress of the trial has overshadowed 
everything else in the legislative viewpciat, 
and while there were no senators or gepre- 
sentatives among those present in the court 
room there were frequent bulletins taken to 
the “capitol. Senator Pemberton interposed no 
dilatory tactics when the case came to trial. 


Many Search for Exemption. 

When it was announced that browne was 
to be called to the witness stand some of the 
other legislators began to scurry through 
the statutes to see if there was not a provis- 
ion which exempts members of the legisiat- 
ure from being haled into the civil or crim- 
inal courts while the general assembly igin 
session. 8 

The Helm investigating committee will 
meet tomorrow to consider ways and means 
of procedure with its work.

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NATIONAL BANK DEPOSITS sr 


Individual Accounts Decrease 


4% 191,566,488 in Two Months. 
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NEW YORK IS HIT HARDEST. 


Controller Issues Unexpected Call for 
Statements. 


Washington, D. C.. Jan. 80.—Deposite of 
individuals in the 7,200 national banks of the 
United States decreased $191,566,468 between 
Noy. 10 and Jan. 7—a situation probably un- 
precedented in the reports made to the comp- 
troHer of the currency. 

Of that sum more than $158,000,000 was 
withdrawn from the thirty-nin e national 
banks of New York City. No two officials of 
the treasury agree as to where the money 
went. : Some are of opinion that part of it 
might have gone to strengthen the New York 
state banks and trust companies during the 
so-called Robin failure 
early ir the month. Others think the huge 
withdrawal represented interest payments 
piled up in anticipation of the January divi- 
dend days. All the treasury officials, how- 
ever, expressed great interest in what expla- 
nations the New York bankers might give. 


New York Got Most of Drop. 

A comparison with the national banks of 
Chicago shows that the drop was confined 
almost entirely to New York City. The eleven 
Chicego banks reported a loss of about 
$9,000,000 in individual deposits. The reperve 
banks of the westerm and Pacific states and 
the New England states all show losses, but 
comparatively smal! ones. 

The unexpected call on Jan. 7 served to 
show the condition of the banks at a new 
angle. Not once before since 1879 have they 
beén called upon so early in the year. There 
were no January calls whatever from 1880 
to 1908, and there had ben none since 1007. 

Some officials think if the call had been 
made as usual, late in the month or early in 
February. the money, if withdrawn for divi- 
dend payments, would have found its way 
inte the banks again. . 

One peculiar aspect of the drop was that 
the New York banks alone lost as much as 
the: combined. banks of the country had 
gained in November. 


Reserve Percentage Is High. 
Another feature of the situation which 
greatly puzzles the treasury experts is that 
in spite of the enormous slump in deposits 
the banks are still holding a higher percent- 
age of reserve than. they were in November 


and the total loss in loans and discounts of 


the whole country has been only $48,000 000, 
while there has been a gain in cash of more 

than $20,000,000. The last call in November 
showed a loss in cash of $35,000,000. 

The banks of the south are about the only 
ones showing gains of deposits.. That is said 
to be because they are now being paid for 
cotton. Reductions of loans is the rule; how- 
ever, all over the country, and this is said 
necesasrily to follow such a sharp en 
of deposits. 

Still, with all the reduction, the naar 
are now holding $86,000,000 more in their re- 
serves than is required by law. On the 
whole, the showing is pronounced good. 


DRY GOODS TRADE IS QUIET; . 
SOME FAIR MAIL- ORDERS. 


Buyers Taking Hold in a Conservative 
Manner in New York, with Excep-

Under what conditiong the big railroad sys- 
tems may be allowed or required to pay al- 
lowances in the form of divisions of through 
rates to. railroads, owned or controlled by 
industrial concerns, more particularly the 
lumber ‘industries of the southwest, is to be 
decided by the commission in the tap line 
case. 


This involves a definition as to what is a’ 


common carrier and what is a rebate, because 
the case arose from a decision of the commis- 
sion in a previous case deciaring rate divis- 


fons to be rebates when pald to railroads | 


that are not common carriers. Following 
the decision ;the railroads generally pub- 
lished tariffs canceling their rate divisions 
with the tap lines and short lines of: the 
southwest, and the owners of these lines had 
the tariff suspended pending an investign- 
tion. 

The tap lines, which are incorporated as com- 
mon carriers, and which have been receiving rate 
divisions, are opposing their withdrawal, while 
some of the owners ot lfumber roads that are not 
common carriers have intervened on the side of 
the railroads. ug that the payment of the 
Givisions is a discrimination against them, as 
in mapy instances the logging roads are greater 
— extent than some lines that are common car- 

ers. 


Alleged Discrimination Is Cited. 


John H. Kirby of Houston, Ten, president of 
the Kirby Laumber „ was on the witness 
Mr. Kirby is an 
example of the intervenere, as his company owns 
some 200 miles of rallroad that is not considered 
a common carrier. Mr. Kirby admitted that his 
company was not shut out of any markets on ac- 
count of the alleged discrimination, but declared 
that the Long Bell Lumber company, for example. 
was able to ship to Galveston at a net rate of 2 
cents per hundred enen as compared with his 
8 cents. 

Mr. Kirby wes cross examined at great length 
by Attorney Garwood, representing the tap lines. 
regarding details of his business in an effort to 
show that one of the reasons that the Kirby com- 
pany did not receive divisions was because of a 
contr with the Santa Fé railway which pro- 
vided the cancellation of all such allowances 
to other companies in consideration of the routing 
of a céhaiderable portion of the Kirby company's 
output over the Fanta Fé lines. Kirby de-

Little Opposition by Shippers. 
Little opposition on the part of the shippers was 


offered at the hearing involving rates northwest of 


Chicago. The tariffs which have been suspended 
by the commission involve mainly edvances in 
rates by. withdrawal of sp<«vial commodity ratings 
and the réstoraticn of the class rating on & number 
of articles. 7 

On behalf of the railroads. F. P. Eyman, assist- 
ant freight traffic maneger of the Novthwestern; 
H. E. Pierpont, general freight agent of the St. 
Paul; M. A. Patterson, assistant general freight 
agent of the Rock Island, and F. S. Holi--nds, as- 
sistant general freight agent of the Great Western, 
testified that the advances were made for the pur-

MINISTER IS AGAINST: In, 


State of the Prussian Money Market Is 
Given as Reason.

{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND.] 

BERLIN, Jan. 30.—Considerable sensation 
was caused in local financial circles this even- 
ing by an announcement in jhe North Ger- 
man Gazette, the official organ of the impe- 
rial government, to the effect that the Prus- 
sian minister of finance is opposed to listing 
the shares of the .Chicago, Milwaukee aad 
St..Paul railway on the Berlin stock ex- 
change. 

Arrangement for the introduction of the | 
shares to the German market have just deen 
completed by the Berliner Handeigesell- 
schaft. one of the leading banks of the ou 
try. The government organ states that the 
Prussian authorities, in view of the condi,, 
tion of the German money market, have de- 


cided to subject the project to close serutiny. 


This is interpreted to mean that it has been 
decided to bar the shares. 

Such action, while not unprecedented, is 
altogether unusual. It generally has impor- 
tant political motives, as on the famous oc- 
casion when Bismarck attempted to coerce 
Russia by declining to allow Russian govern- 
ment securities to be listed on the German 
stock exchange. Similar action was taken 
last year when the Prussian government re- 
fused to permit the Bulgarian loan issue to be 
sold on the German. market. 

The only political pressure which the ac- 
tion against the Milwaukee shares could be 
intended to exercise would concern the pend- 
ing German-American controversy over 
potash, wherein, the great Chicago packing 
firms are heavily interested. 

The National Zeitung, the only paper which 
so far hap had timé to comment on the gov- 
ernment's action, demies that the potash 
crisis is responsible. It says: 

Nothing but the conditions of the German 
money market are behind the government's 
action. Banking circles recently have not 
hesitated to utter misgivings against the list- 
ing of the Milwaukee securities.“ 

The only American securities now listed 
in Germany are Pennsylvania, Baltimore and 
Ohie, and Canadian Pacific.
